Mass arrests in Gaza; swoop on West Bank village 


Further drive against 
uprising activists

The IDF mounted fresh offen- 
sives over the weekend against 
activisdts in the Palestinian up- 
rising in the territories, arresting 
some 200 members of “popular 
committees” in Gaza, and carry- 
ing out its second search-and- 
arrest operation in a week in the 
West Bank. 

“We had always intended to 
go on the offensive,” said De- 
fence Minister Rabin. “The con- 
dition for this is good intelli- 
gence and knowing who the 
activists are in every location.” 

The head of the Judea and Samar- 
ia Civil Administration, Tat Aluf 
Shaike Erez, wamed that the IDF 
would “mount initiated operations 
every day and every hoar, in every 


place where there are distur- 
bances.”

The operation was similar to one 
carried out earlier last week at Kal- 
kilya. Like Kalkilya, Kafr Malek 
was targeted because of its proximi- 
ty toa road leading to neighbouring 
Jewish settlements, and bevause it 
has been the site of attacks on set- 
ders’ vehicles.

U.S. Senate condemns Iraq’s use of poison gas

BAGHDAD - Iraq's information 
minister said yesterday that the U.S. 
Senate was meddling in his country’s 
internal affairs by approving eco- 
nomic sanctions after condemning 
Iraq for using chemical weapons 
against its Kurdish population. 


The Kurdish rebels hailed the © 


American action, which they said 
came amid continued heavy fighting 
in Iraq's mountainous north. 

Israel on Friday called on the in- 
ternational community to condemn 
Traq’s use of chemical weapons 
against the Kurds. 

In ἃ statement issued by the For- 
cign Ministry, Israel expressed 

“deep concern” over the continued

Egyptians ram, seize Israeli tour boat near Eilat

The Egyptian Coast Guard on 
Friday afternoon rammed an Israeli 
tour boat off Coral Island in the 
Gulf of Eilat and detained its 35 
passengers and crew for over four 
hours. The Egyptians claimed the 
boat was violating Egyptian territo- 
rial waters.

Sa'ar, the tour boat Maya, carrying 


35 Israeli passengers and crew, was - 


drifting about a kilometre northeast 
of the island, several hundred me- 
tres south of Taba. when an Egyp- 
tian Coast Guard gunboat, the Tam- 
sah, blocked its path and “rammed 
it violently.” Witnesses confirm that 
the Egyptian boat had approached

consul in Eilat, later said that the 
boat “was asked to stop but did not

25 million lose 
homes, 900 die 


in Bangladesh 
floods 


ACCA(Reuter) — The United Na- 
hess Eo apnontad the chief of its 
disaster relief organization (Undro) 
as coordinator for relief operations 
in flood-ravaged Bangladesh, Infor- 
mation Minister Mahbubur Rahman 
said yesterday. 

Officials as at least 900 people 
have died in the floods and 25 mil- 
lion are homeless. Unofficial 
sources put the death toll from 
floods, disease and snake bites at 
nearly 1,600. ᾿ 

Rahman told the yrs BSS 
news agency that cretary- 
General lavier Perez de Cuellar had 
appointed Undro chief Mohammad 
Essafi to coordinate the relief and 
rehabilitation of flood victims. 

Word of the appointment reached 
here a few hours after a Saudi Ara- 
bian C-130 relief plane landed at 
Dacca airport, which was reopened 
on Thursday after being closed by 
floods for a week. 

On the same plane also came the 
first of four helicopters Riyadh had 
promised for ferrying food and 
medicine τὸ survivors. 

Eartier, Foreign Minister Huma- 
yun Rasheed Choudhury said Perez 
de Cuellar had called a meeting of 
UN agencies in New York tomor- 
Tow aimed at creating an interna- 
tivnal relief network for the coun- 


try. 

“Choudhury sad the proposed UN 
body would be led by ἃ coordinator 
responsible for distributing relief. 
rehabilitating the homeless and or- 
ganizing a post-flood anti-epidemic 
campaign.

| Chirac party 
rejects pact 


with Le Pen 


PARIS (Reuter) - National Front 
leader Jean-Marie Le Pen has been 
cast into a political wilderness by 
France's Conservative political es- 
tablishment following an outcry 
over the ultra-right leader's latest 
anti-Semitic jibe. 

The neo-Gaullist RPR Party, led 
by former prime minister Jacques 
Chirac, on Thursday told the belli- 
cose Nationa) Front leader he was 
on his own — muling out any electoral 
pacts between the parties ahead of 
next spring’s municipal elections. — 

“The party recalls with solemnity 
its commitment to the Republican 
principles enshrined in the declara- 
tion of human rights," said secre- 
tary-general Alain Juppe after a 
mecting of the party executive. 

“In view of these principles, it 
firmly rejects any words or actions 
which would encourage a resur- 
gence of the scourge of racism and 
anti-Semitism in Europe and 
France,” he added. 5 

Juppe stressed the ruling, which 
bans both local and national pacts, 
was not to be taken lightly and RPR 
Officials said anyone who disobeyed 
would be expelled from the party. 

The motion was a clear declara- 
tion of principle from a party that 
drew accusations of racism when it 
made a tacit, localized alliance with 
Le Pen and other far-right’ candi- 
dates in the run-up to the June ‘gen- 
eral elections. 


The deals in the southern Mar- 
seille region, denied by embarrassed 
national party leaders, were instru- 
mental im allowing the National 
Front to retain one seat in the na- 
tional assembly despite new voting 
rules which worked against small 
parties.

it is that same goal, he says, which motivates 
Syria today. “If the Syrians have an aim in using 
their army, it is first and foremost to the 
Golan Heights -- and then launch a diplomatic 
process.” (Merely achieving “strategic parity” with 
Israel is got sufficient military achievement in 
Syrian eyes, he says, since it would be “ ypotheti- 
a unteed. inconclusive.”) Ἃ ett 

“In 1973, the Egyptians and Syrians did not seek 
to bring about the destruction of Israe} at one fell 
swoop. They were not out to conquer Tel Aviv, but 
rather to reach 2 certain tine in Sinai and hold it — 
confident that this success would radically change 
the political situation and furnish them with an 
excellent point of departure for political 
negotiations. 

“But they did not achieve their aim, at least as 
they had planned it...” 

Similarly Rabin is determined that the Palestin- 
ians today will not achieve their aim by the use of 
what he terms “civilian violence.” 

He believes, moreover, that the IDF 15 well on 
the way to putting down the uprising (Rabin pre- 
fers to avoid the word “intifada"). Pressed to cite 
examples from recent history of a regular army 
holding down a popular uprising indefinitely, Ra- 
jai “By using all the various means at our 

i — military presence and military oprations, 

legal measures including the application o of the 
Emergency Regulations, administrative and eco- 
nomic means — we are gradually achieving the 
results that the deployment of armed strength can 
achieve against a civilian uprising. 
“I DON'T say no stone will fly or bottle explode 
(just as I never said no more Katyusha rockets 
would fall....). And I have never ordered the IDF 
to ‘solve the problem’ ~ because such problems 
cannot be solved by military means alone. 

“But what I say to the army is: first, attain a 
significant abatement in the level of violence, a 
situation of relative calm, and second, ensure that 
the civil administration functions and provides its 
Services to the Palestinian population.” 

Rabin points to three developments which 
prove, he says, that his policies are working: 

O The hallmark of the uprising used to be mass 
demonstrations. These are now almost non-exis- 
tent. We have put a stop to them. 

O Practical cooperation between the Palestinians in 
the areas and the Israeli Arab community has 
greatly declined. I don’t say that the Israeli Arabs 
care less or identify less than before; but the Green 
Line divides them. ᾿ Ν 

O We discern signs of real fatigue among sections

Leaders ofthe uprising are 
motivated by the same goal as 
Syria, says Defence Minister 
Rabin. He argues that the 
security forces have ‘pushed 
the plateau of violence down’ in 
the territories. In a wide- 

ranging interview with David 
Landau and Yehuda Litani, 
Rabin discusses the outside 
military threat to Israel and 

says that ‘our approach is that 
war must be made avoidable’ 
greece aera EES 
of the Palestinian population. I don't say their 
motivation is draining away; but the leaders recog- 
nize that there is a limit to what they can demand, 
and they are reducing their demands. 

Rabin denies that the intifada has apparantly 
reached a platean of violent confrontation, perhaps 
less ferocious than in the early months but never- 
theless pervasive and firmly entrenched. “We have 
pushed the plateau down,” he says, ‘and we will 
push it farther down.” 

He dismisses with contempt the “election slogan- 
eering” of Likud mimister Yitzhak Moda'i who 
proclaimed that a homogeneous right-wing coali- 
tion would curb the uprising in one week. 

“Well, that's progress from when they were go- 
ing to settle the terrorist problem in Lebanon in 48 
hours,” Rabin comments drily. ‘Six years later the 
problem's still with us.” 

As for Tehiya’s assertion that if only 1,200 lead- 
ers and activists were deported the intifada would 
die, Rabin points out that the removal of far larger 
suumbers of key people from the arena into jails and 
detention camps — 5,600 are at present incarcerat- 
ed; 18,000 have been detained for various periods 
since the uprising began on December 9 — has not 
quenched popular zeal. Tehiya's ideas betray, he 
says, “Ὁ total lack of understanding of what is 
happening within the Palestinian community.” 
RESPONSIBLE as he is for the army, a vast 
budget, and constant confrontation with massive 
potential threats from the outside, Rabin says he 
cannot help feeling “that there's a huge dispropor- 
tion in the public mind -- between preoccupation 
with the Palestinian uprising and the real (military) 


threat. 

“Not that I disparage or play down the uprising. 
But from the pure " not defence, of Isra- 
el’s national security, the military threat from with- 
out is of a different dimension of significance. 

“Thus, we have set ourselves limits on how much 
we invest, in terms of IDF forces, in combating the 
intifada. Since the start of the current working year 
(April 1), we have not permitted (anti-uprising 
operations) to derogate from the regular axmy’s 
ongoing preparations for war, or from its level of 
constant readiness on the Golan Heights, or from 
its anti-terrorist deployment in the North. 

“And of course the air force and the navy are 
entirely uninvolved (in the intifada). Their efforts 
are all focused solely on preparing for war. The 
main function of the armoured corps too is to 


prepare for war — and we don’t allow ourselves to 
forget it. 

“So the public perception {of the relative signif- 
cance of the intifada in terms of national security 


since December 9.

THE POLICY, says Rabin, is two-pronged: to 
crush the violence, and to root out the ‘popular 
committees.’ He offers some statistics: “Some 80 
per cent of the violence today is stone-linked — 

ing and erecting barriers. The rest comprises 


incendiary bottles, assaults and violent 
demonstrations. 
“We to the stones with various means, 


including gas, rubber bullets, and more recently 
plastic bullets. Soon we hope to have all officers 
trained to hit stone-throwers — outside the minimal 
safety range — with these plastic bullets. Today the 
regulations limit them to shooting only at the main 
organizers or instigators of a violent incident; they 
are not allowed to fire plastic bullets at every stone- 
thrower. 

Parallel with this, we exact surety-bonds of 
NIS 1,500 from the fathers of young first offenders. 
We hope thereby to engage the family’s economic 
interest in preventing a recurrence. 

“As for the ‘popular committees’, they have now 
been outlawed and we can prosecute for member- 
ship; we use in addition administrative detention 
(currently 2,600); and selective deportation.” 

Rabin vigorously defends his use of the term 
selective — even in the context of the latest order 
expelling 25 activists from the territories. ‘“Years 
ago, there used to be hundreds expelled in one 
year.”

“Of 
the 25, 17 have served prison terms (five of them 
were released under the deal with Jibril) — and then 
returned to their illegal activities. Four others were 
im administrative detention. Only four are ‘new’ 
cases.””

the scale of national security priorities ? 

In his reply, Rabin allows a hint of the army’s 
early failures and ongoing frustrations, to creep in.

It requires thousands 
of soldiers, a security zone, a South Lebanese 
Anny, offensive actions beyond the zone from time 
to time. But all told, we've found a way that works

TURNING TO the broader strategic issues, Rabin 
poses the key question with stark simplicity: Is war

“Our approach is that war must be made avoid- 
able. My overriding goal as minister of defence is to 
avoid war by deterring war. Of course, it’s not 
entirely in our hands. But our primary duty is to 
sharpen the deterrent strength of the IDF, and 
thereby ensure ‘that if war is nevertheless forced 
upon us, we win as convincingly and as speedily as 
possible. 

"My assessment of ‘strategic parity’ is that Syria, 
on its own, bas not reached it and is far from 
reaching it. But since logic is not the dominant

Says the author of a new book about relations 
between the two countries, former Ma’ariv 
editor Moshe Zak. SARAH HONIG reports 


WHEN HE WAS Israel's ambassa- 
dor in Washington, Simha Dinitiz 
once told his Soviet counterpart. 
during one of their many informal 
conversations, that they “must stop 
meeting like this. There is no point 
to this flirtation if it won't lead to a: 
wedding.” Soviet Ambassador An- 
atoly Dobrynin insisted, however, 
that “ἃ good love affair is better 
than an unsuccessful marriage.” 
To a considerable extent, that 
seems to sum up the nature of Isra- 
el-Soviet relations, especially since 
1967, when the USSR severed offi- 
cial diplomatic ties with Israel. 
“But that by no means meant an 
end to Israeli-Soviet coutacts,”- 
stresses Moshe Zak, editor emeri- 
tus of Ma‘ariv, whose exhaustively 
researched volume, Israel and the 
Soviet Union — A 40-Year Dialogue, 
is about to appear in the book- 


shops. . 
Zak told The Jerusalem Post that 
even in the days of full diplomatic 
ties, the relations between the two 
countries smacked somewhat of an 
extra-marital affair. ‘For one 
thing,” Zak pointed ont, “ministe- 
tial representatives of the two sides 
never met either in Moscow or in 
Tel Aviv. They always took advan- 
tage of public gatherings to hold 
rendezvous. Thus, UN and other 
international forums made New 
York, Geneva and Paris the Sovi- 
ets’ preferred venues. As early as 
19450, foreign minister Moshe Shar- 
ett asked to be invited to Moscow, 
only to be told that “there is no 
need for that. We will see each 
other in New York anyway.” And 
that was during the heyday of rela- 
tions between the two countries.

The past year certainly was not a happy 
year by all accounts. What was supposed to 
have been a year of celebrations, marking 
Israel’s 40th anniversary, with an anticipated 
record number of visitors from abroad, turned 
out to be a year of tension and daily clashes. 
The ongoing intifada posed one of the biggest 
challenges to the IDF which was compelled to 
undertake and adjust to entirely new and diffi- 
cult tasks for which it had not beem prepared 
and trained in the past. 

The various methods used to quell the up- 
rising often raised serious question-marks re- 
garding the sacred principle of Israel's rule of 
flaw and the truly democratic character of its 
society. Similar question-marks are also being 
raised frequently by the international commu- 
nity and have cast shadows and doubts even 
among Israel's staunchest friends, marring Is- 
rael’s standing among the nations. 

For many religious people this is also the 
time to ponder the question whether the true 
message of Judaism is indeed in the realm of 
the sacred Eretz Yisrael, harking back to ter- 
ritorial concepts of biblical times, or whether 
the traditional, humane and moral Jewish 
principles should not be Judaism’s overriding 
tenets. The real answers to these questions are 
being drowned in the rhetoric of the current 
election campaign which, despite its slow 
start, often fails to take issue with the true 
problems and reality that Israel will have to 
face in the coming year.

The temporary respite which the November 

elections both here and in the U.S. have pro- 
vided is certain to give way to a renewed, 
concerted effort to revive the peace process, 
regardless of the generally pro-Israel Ameri- 
can presidential ign rhetoric. No matter 
who will be America's number one man in the 


White House next year, the Israel-Arab, or 
rather the Israel-Palestinian conflict in its pre- 
sent increasing confrontation will be high on 
Washington's political agenda. 

The ongoing rapprochement between the 
two superpowers which has already made its 
mark in serious attempts to solve some of the 
wosld’s fiercest regional conflicts is not likely 
to allow a continued stalemate in the Middle 
East, particularly at a time when even the 
drawn-out Iran-Iraq war has come to an 
abrupt end. 

Forty-one years after a unique Soviet- 
American political understanding helped 
bring about the creation of a Jewish State in 
Palestine, a similar such cooperation between 
the two superpowers is likely to use its power 
to bring about a peaceful settlement of the 
intricate Israel-Arab conflict. 

The only way to forestall the danger of such 
an imposed American-Soviet settlement is for 
Israel to have a strong government that will be 
prepared to take some first steps to break the 
present deadlocked status quo. That means 
that, in all likelihood, the two major parties, 
Labour and Likud, will again have to form a 
broad coalition government, despite the un- 
happy experience of the present so-called na- 
tional unity coalition. But, this time, with one 
significant difference. 

For another Labour-Likud government to 
come about after the election campaign hatch- 
ets have been buried, the two main coalition 
partners will have to agree beforehand on, at 
least, one major operative political plank, 
without committing themselves to any territo- 
tial concessions at this stage. That one com- 
mon denominator on which both major par- 
ties could agree is what is known now as an 
“interim settlement.” A euphemism for the 
long forgotten Palestinian autonomy scheme, 
this would mean in terms of today's reality a 
quasi-disengagement of forces by which Isra-

We seem to have learned nothing 
from the tragedy of European Jew- 
ry.

EVERYTHING has a price and the 
price of the Diaspora fleshpots is 
first and foremost the loss of our 
children.

Memories of Golda 


AT THE END of this year, Israel 
will mark a decade since the passing 
of its first and only woman prime 
minister, Golda Meir. 

Had she lived, Golda would have 
celebrated her 90th birthday in May, 
four months before that of her oid- 
est and dearest friend, Regina Med- 
zini, with whom ste came to this 
country in September, 1921. Med- 
zini, whose birthday was yesterday. 
joined Lou Kaddar, Golda’s other 
close, long-time friend, to reminisce 
last week.

SITUATED AS it is only a stone’s 
throw from Africa, it is suprising 
that Israe! has remained relatively 
isolated from that continent's influ- 
ences. Politically, culturally and so~ 
cially. Africa has never had much of 
an effect on Israel, but a sign of its 
increasing sway will be on display at 
the Tel Aviv Cinerama on Tuesday 
and Thursday nights with the ap- 
pearance of the celebrated African 
singer Mory Kante. ’ 
Perhaps it is wrong to call him an 
African singer -- over the last six 
months he has grabbed wortdwide 
attention with his recent hit “ Yeke 
yeke.” one of the hottest tunes in 
scores of western countries this sum~ 
mer. For once, the Cinerama will be 
hosting an artist at the height of his 
popularity and prowess, not, as is 
usually the case, a bend or singer at 
least a couple of years off peak abili- 


ty. 

The rise of Mory Kante to recog- 
nition outside Africa and among the 
pockets of die-hard enthusiasts in 
the more colourful districts of Paris 
and other European capitals signals 
a new acceptance of ethnic and es- 
pecially African music worldwide, 
In Israel. the recent festival of Third 
World music drew 35,000 people to 
the Negev. This gave the partici- 
pants an audience which, they said, 
brought out their best-ever perfor- 
mances. attracting international at- 
tention from papers like The Guard- 
ian and The Independent, both of 
which devoted complimentary half-. 
page features to what was termed 
“the oasis festival.” 

The reasons behind this tide of

IF SOMETHING like this is to hap- 
pen in Israel, a fot will depend on 
the success of Mory Kante. Organiz- 
ers are optimistic about the support 
he will receive, pointing out that the 
35,000 people who attended the Ne- 
gev festival prove that there is a 
market for African artists.

His film, Who 
Framed Roger Rabbit, is this sum- 
mer's top moneymaker, and has al- 
ready taken in quite a bit more than 
what it cost to make. 

A disciple of Steven Spielberg, 
Zemeckis has been flying on his own 
wings since Romancing the Stone 
and Back to the Future although be 
is still closely associated with his 
mentor. The current film, for in- 
stance, also bears the mark of Spiel- 
berg, whose business acumen and 
reputation were indispensable in 
making it happen. 

“He was the only person in Holly- 
wood big enough to get hold of all 
the rights that had to be cleared,” 
says Zemeckis, in Venice to pro- 
mote his picture for non-American 
audiences.

the whole business for unmention- 
able amounts of money. 

Then there is the concept: a per- 
fect combination of live action and 
animation. In the film, a private 
eye, played by Bob Hoskins, has to 
clear a cartoon character. Roger 
Rabbit. suspected of murder. All 
this happens in an integrated Holly- 
wood setting where men and car- 
toon characters are both real (or 
unreal), living side by side and celat- 
ing to each other in the most natural 
fashion, 

Pulling this stupendous technical 
challenge off is Zemeckis’s main 
achievement here. After all, he has 
to have humans not only talking to 
the animated actors, but intimately 
associated in every kind of activity 
with them. 

“First, we shot the live action with 
the actors in London, keeping in 
mind that animation would have to 
be added later and framing each 
shot accordingly, Then we devel 


oped each frame and blew it up he- 
fore giving all the materiaf to Rich- 
ard Williams. in charge of 
animation, who added the drawings 
on.” 

If this sounds elementary, Wil- 
liams explains that it isn’t. 

“We wanted the kind of detailed. 
accurate animation, without com- 
promises. of the Disney school, 
which means that every single frame 
had to be handpainted separately 
and that there are 24 frames for 
every minute. Quick progress was 
getting a minute of film done in 
eight or nine days, but in some cases 
we needed three times as much 
time.” This disproves at least one 
comment in the film about the ad- 
vantage of working witb cartoon 
characters who are literally paid 
peanuts. No such thing. “Cartoons 
are a ridiculously expensive genre — 
much more than live action,” Ze- 
meckis points out. 

For real actors to play opposite

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A question of honour 


TT IS a fact that all over the world 
(Israel included) more Jews attend 
synagogue servicés on Rosh Ha- 
shana and Yom Kippur than on any 
other day. There are no statistics as 
to whether this phenomenon is on 
the rise or on the decline, but the 
phenomenon of “Rosh Hashana- 
Yom Kippur Jews” is very old and 
was mentioned by Philo of Alexan- 
dria some 2,000 years ago. The 
markedly higher attendance at syn- 
agogue is perhaps the very reason 
Rosh Hashana and Yom Kippur 
were dubbed, in modern times, fol- 
lowing Christian vocabulary, as the 
“High Holy Days.” 

The collection of prayers de- 
signed for Rosh Hashana grew over 
many generations into 2 colourful 
mosaic of prose and poetry. It is 
called the mahzor by most Jewish 
communities and is 2 genuine re- 
flection of Jewish dreams and aspi- 
rations expressed on the threshold 
of the new year. Some of its poetic 
forms, especially those going back 
to medieval! times, are outdated and 
too heavy-handed for the modem 
reader. On the other hand, the 
prose parts, especially the very an- 
cient ones, are as lucid today as 
when they were composed some 
2,000 or 1.800 years ago. 

This applies not onty to language 
and form, but also to the content of 
many of the prayers uttered by Jews 
over the centuries as they gathered 
in their synagogues on Rosh Ha- 
shana. They are as topical and as 
urgent as if penned today: the fer- 
vent desire for universal peace; a 
plea for health, food and shelter for 
all; the ingathering of the Jewish 
exiles and the speedy upbuilding of 
Zion; an end to human alienation 
and loneliness; safety on the roads; 
peace of mind, and many other 


‘things we wish to see come true in 
the year ahead. 
Of all the sublime and 
Prayers gathered together in the 
Rosh Hashana mabzor, I am this 
year particularly attracted to-one 
short prayer. It is among the an- 
Cient prayers in the mabzor, but 
unlike some of its more majestic 
Sisters, this prayer does not encom- 
pass “every creature and breathing 
thing,” nor does it extol the mighty 
and wondrous works of the Creator 
ποτε of the prevalent themes in the 
litergy of Rosh Hashana, believed 
to be the “birthday” of the world. 

This particular little prayer does 
not, as do many other prayers of 
the day, express the desire for the 
harmonious orchestration of the 
powers of nature nor for the broth- 
erhood of ali humankind and its 
bonding into “tone association.” 

This small prayer is not “univer- 
sal,” an epithet many people like to 
attach to the Rosh Hashana liturgy. 
It belongs exclusively to the Jewish 
people, expressing a feeling shared 
lately by so many of us as we stand 
= τῳ gates of this coming year, 
ALTHOUGH CENTURIES old, 
this prayer seems to emerge from 
our own present situation. Al- 
though directed internally, its ful- 
fillment, we believe, is endowed 
with the quality of making a better 
world not only for ourselves, a 
world in which the Jewish people 
μὰ play its true role. 

its original Hebrew, the prayer 

(part of a larger composition placed 
at the opening of the Armida on 
both Roth Hashana and Yom Kip- 
pur) consists of 13 short words only. 
Here they are: 


v'tikva tova 'dorshecha, 


ufithon peh lam'yahalim lach....

As I understand it, “honour to 
thy people” refers to the restora- 
tion of a sense of self-dignity and an 
awareness of who we are and what 


this means. 

Even before the recent, worrying 
drop in Israel's popularity in the 
world media, which should not be 
underestimated, this timely-ancient 
prayer asks the Almighty to grant 
us, aS a people, some inner sense of 
honour and self-respect. 

‘We managed to walk straight and 
upright, our heads high, even when 
our backs were broken in adverse 
conditions during centuries of tor- 


ment and persecution. Our eyes 
= hae pride at who we were 
and what our message was even 
during the darkest ages of persecu- 
tion and suffering. 

We were proud as Jews, stood up 
as princes and princesses to at- 
tempts to humiliate us. Our pride 
was deeply rooted in our soul and in 
the conviction that we were the car- 
Tiers of the torch handed down to us 


from Abraham and Moses and ov- . 


merous other kings, prophets, and 
high priests. Judaism's glorious her- 
itage of the past, as well as its great 
visions of the involving the 


and intensified. exploring ever 
more deeply our own treasures 
without rejecting worthwhile ideas 
reaching as from the outside worid. 
We were never poor imitators. We 
were ourselves. 

And now? We gained mach self- 


cal Jewish-Israeli hutzpa, taking the 
world by surprise with our extraor- 

i achievements. But many of 
us have lost the self-pride we pos- 
sessed. We worry too often how we 
look to others before asking our- 
selves, first, how we look ‘to our- 
selves.

AS A NEW YEAR is about to 
begin, the old-new prayer is not 
content to settle for historical-so- 
ciological explanations of the 
breakdown of values, so typical in 
many societies of the 20th century. 
Our prayer is well aware of secular- 
ization, Americanization, and a va- 
riety of “isms” which hit us as they 
did other traditional societies. But

THE CORE of our prayer is in its 
first line.

A more pertinent under- 
standing of tehila liyere’echa would 
be “praise to those who fear God” 
and whose task as religious leaders 
to bring his message to our 
generation. 

How much we would have liked 
to be able to praise the religious

could offer -- and how far are we 
from this situation! We would like 
to praise, but no words of praise 
come to our mouths. With rabbinic 
institutions torn by petty politics 
and religi leadership constantly 
fighting with each other, we can 
tum only to God in fervent prayer 
and ask: 


“Grant glory to those who revere 
thee!” And may they be worthy of 
our praise.

YISRAEL KESSAR won't say it 
outright; but you get the sn 
suspicion he sees himself as the His- 
tadrut’s version of Mikhail Gorba- 
chev.

Interest rates should 
drop further, faster

Interest rates on loans, especially 
those linked to foreign currency, 
should drop further and faster than 
they have until now. following the 
approval of a package of monetary 
measures by the Bank of Israel's 
Advisory Committee at the end of 
last week. 

The bank is cutting the liquidity 
requirements on both shekel and 
foreign currency-linked deposits 
made with commercial banks. Li- 
quidity requirements are the per- 
centage of each deposit that a com- 
mercial bank must redeposit with 
the central bank rather than lend 
out to customers. Banks make little 
or DO profit on money placed with 
the central bank, but ear well on 


loans. 
According to Bank of Israel calcu- 


lations, the reductions made on the 
liquidity requirements on shekel'de- 
posits. which vary according to 
whether the deposit is for 1-7 days, 
1-3 months, or more than 3 months, 
will free NIS 500 million for the 
banks to use for loan purposes. 
But more significant changes are 
being made in foreign currency- 
linked deposits. Foreign currency 
accounts stemming from reparations 
funds (patam pitsuim).have hitherto 
been subject to a 100% liquidity re- 
quirement, so that the banks made 
no money from managing these ac- 
counts. Now, however, the require- 
ment is being lowered to 95% with 
immediate effect, and to 90% from 
January 1, 1989. This will provide 
another NIS 500m. of extra re- 
sources for the banks, this time to 
make foreign currency-tinked loans.

Director-General 
Yitzhak Kaul said he was proud of 
its ability to turn a profit, but added 
that “we have a long way to go 
before we reach all our goals.” 

Kaul and Chairman Yair Rotlevy 
admitted that the Communications 
Ministry's postal services had been 
“apathetic and even hostile to the 
public and neglected by the govern- 
ment for years, providing slow and 
poor service to its customers.” Any- 
where from 20-50% of its budget 
had been covered by the ministry. 
But the new authority aims to please 
its customers and compete on an 
equal basis with private companies. 
they said. According to Rotlevy, the 
successful reorganization of the 
postal services into an independent. 
profit-minded body can serve a5 an 
“example to the whole Civil 
Service.”

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Bigger pensions when 
bigger profits come

Aryeh Geva, Yakhio Hakal's 
inted managing director,

the traumas of labour strife. 


Too many Israeli companies that 
are in financial difficulty these days, 
in Geva’s view, get themselves into 


even forther trouble by giving into 


workers demands for exorbitant 
pension payments. Rather than 
j izing the future of a compa- 
ny by paying out all this cash, what 
Geva proposes is to initially pay 
workers merely those sums required 
by law, = wher the oars 
ny begi i its again, he 
believ hao should tomsnit itself to 
of these earnings in the 
form of supplements to previous 


pension payments. 


This may sound unusual, especial- 
ly coming from the head of a Hista~ 
drut enterprise. but it is exactly what 
Geva intends to do as part of his 
newly Lapnpeteg reorganization pro- 
gramme at the citrus grower. 

Once Yakhin, the country’s lead- 
ing food exporter, climbs back into 
the black, Geva has promised that 
one-third of the company’s profits 
will be paid out as added pensions to 
fhose workers being dismissed these 

VS. 

But this is only one feature of his 
far-reaching res! ing plan for 
the 60-year-old company, which has 
been in the doldrums for several 
years now. 

‘The plan also calls for streamlin- 
ing activities, establishing profit 
centres and selling off assets. Geva 
plans to save the company addition- 
al money by moving its beadquar- 
ters out of central Tel Aviv to a less 
expensive location. 

For Geva, who previously headed 
Continental Bank, the American-Is- 
rael Bank and Bank Hapoalim's 
New York operation, the prospect 
of turing Yakbin back into a profit- 
able and dynamic company has be- 
come a personal challenge. ‘A lot of 
people thought it was strange that I 
agreed to take up this post,” he 
admits. “But I was attracted by the 
combination of agriculture and in- 
dustry at Yakhin, having been 
brought up on the ideals of working 
the land. 

Until Geva stepped into the pic- 
ture a month and half ago, Yabhin 
had been ruled by a group of aging 
managers, who had ceased to show 
company fnisbed of st year with 
company fini year wi 
losses: of $3.5 million, on sales of 
5175. | 

As part of his crash-course on the 
problems affecting the company, 
Geva took the unusual step of con- 
sulting with Yakhin’s workers to 


hear their evaluations and assess- 
ments. He also spent numerous 
hours at each of the company's fac- 
tories and packing houses. "This is 
what enabled me τὸ formulate my 
Programme,” he says. ’ 

Despite other problems which 
have crept up in the meantime. 
Geva is confident that Yakhin will 
break even this year. Unlike other 
citrus companies in Isracl, Yakhin. 
whose ownership is split between 
Hevrat Ha‘ovdim and the Jewish 
Agency, is involved in all facets of 
the business: cultivating citrus 
groves, processing and packing. The 
companies owns 10,000 dunams of 
Citrus groves around the country and 
cultivates another 50,000) dunams 
owned by other farmers. . 

Yakhin is required to export its 
fresh produce through the Citrus 
Marketing Board, but it exports on 
its own another $50m. a year worth 
of citrus products. 

One of the biggest problems the 
company will have to confront in the 
coming season, says Geva, is that of 
workers from the territories, who 
account for about δ)". of all those 
employed by Yakhin in barvesting 
and packing. In an anempt to re- 
solve this problem, the company has 
asked the Labour Ministry to allow 
it to import more foreign workers 
next season. In addition, it intends 
to encourage Israeli Arabs and high 
school pupils to take up jobs with 
the company. 


Another difficulty Yakhin faces is 
the loss of one million metric cons of 
oranges in Israel this season to the 
intense heat wave in May. “All in 
all, I think we will be able to with- 
stand this problem,” suys Geva. 

As for the future, he intends to 
start tapping new export markets in 
the Far bast and Australia as well as 
diversifying into new products.: 

The faking policy and atti- 
tude, Geva says, hasn’t made life 
easier for him, but “I work 12-14 
brad a day and love every minute 
of it.”

The report was denied as unsubstantiated by the International Olympic 
Committee, which stresses that a final decision will be taken on Thursday 
when the Federation together with the Olympic authorities convene in special 


session. 


The omens , however, are not, good. 

When the team arrived at the Olympic village late last Thursday, the 
Olympic authorities were waiting for the Israeli boxers, and were at first 
adamant that the three fighters, Aharon Yaakovshvilli, Yaakov Shmuel and 
Yebuda Ben-Haim — none of whom, it should be stressed, had taken part in 
the South African tour — could not be registered and would not be admitted as 
official competitors to the Olympic Village. They said the three could pat up 
in a Seoul hotel, pending clarification of their situation. 

Only when the chef de mission of the Israel team, Uri Afek, stood his 
ground, declaring forthrightly that, unless the team as a whole was accepted, 
the entire Israei delegation would pack its bags and leave, but would at first 
kick up as mach of a storm as possible, did the Koreans weaken. 

Finally, Yaakovshivilli, Ben-Haim and Shmuel were allowed in and have 
been allowed to use all training facilities, but only after Afek had signed a 
personal that, after 2 Thursday decision is reached, Israel will 
abide by whatever stand the IOC reaches. 

Israeli officials have been working around the clock trying to convince all 
and sundry that neither the three boxers themselves nor the Israeli Boxing 
Association was at fault. They have repeated time and time again that the visit 
was entirely unofficial and undertaken in secret, that it was roundly coo- 
demned after it was discovered, and all the participants were immediately 
placed under a life ban from participation in Israeli boxing. 

Similarly, the Foreign Ministry in Jerusalem bas instructed ail appropriate 
Jegations around the world to explain the case of the boxers ta any country 
which could bave a say in getting them off the hook of this unpleasant 


situation. 


Yaakovshivilli said last night that, while he and the other two men were 
training according to schedules and were seeking to keep their minds only on 
their first bouts at the beginning of next week, it "15 hard to keep our minds 


entirely on events in the ring.”” 


Until Thursday's decision it is sure to be a nerve-racking week for all 


concerned.

As he walked 
down a narrow path, an unknown 
assailant approached and shot him 
Several times in the chest with a 
pistol. On hearing the shots, rela- 
tives immediately called the police. 
who found Fanjari lying in a pool of 
blood. 

Fanjari died several minutes after 
the shooting, and although police 
Conducted large-scale searches, they 
did not make any arrests. Police said 
that an eye-witness reported that the 
assailant was masked.
